All three of the Shelton 
musical ensembles placed in 
every area of competition they 
entered this year during the 
recent Alabama College 
System Music Showcase. 

Although this was the first 
year for the group to compete 
in the showcase, the Shelton 
Brass Ensemble, under the 
direction of Stewart Hampton 
placed first in the Instrumental 
Ensemble category. The 
Shelton State Jazz Ensemble, 
directed by Alan Blackshear, 
placed second in the 
Instrumental Ensemble 
category. This was the first 
competitive performance for 
the Jazz Ensemble which was 
organized in 1993. 

The Shelton Singers placed 
second in the Concert Choir 
category. The Singers, under 
the direction of Glinda 
Blackshear, have been ranked 
first or second each year during 
Showcase competition. 

SHELTON GOLF TEAM 
CONTINUES RECORD 
SEASON 

The Shelton State golf team 
continues its climb in national 
rankings by winning three 
tournaments during March. 


Under Coach Jim Collins, the 
team won a tournament held 
March 10 at Wallace at 
Hanceville, and on March 1 7, 
the Shelton golfers came from 
behind to win a tournament at 
Marion Institute. The final 
win for the month came on 
March 20 and 21 during 
Gadsden State's Invitational 
Tournament. During this 
tournament, the Shelton golfers 
beat Wallace College at 
Dothan, a team currently 
ranked third in the nation. 

The latest national poll 
published by the NJC AA Golf 
Coaches Association ranks 
Shelton State eighth in the 
nation. However, Collins 
expects the team to move up in 
the polls after the last three 
tournament wins. 

Two freshmen golfers from 
Manchester, England, Stewart 
Andrew and James Curtis, are 
setting the pace for the team 
Andrew is now ranked seventh 
in the nation individually and 
won the individual medalist at 
the Wallace State Invitational 
Tournament. Fellow 
teammate James Curtis won 
the Individual Medalist at the 
Marion institute Tournament 
and finished second at the 
Gadsden State Tournament.
